The board denied the pplication 
of the Investors Management 
Group (IMG) of Boston, listing 
approximately 30 reasons for their 
decision, One of the primary 
factors taken into account was that 
IMG's proposil to tie into the 
Wilmington sewer system was not 
feasible because it did not follow 
the Master Plan of the Water and 
Sewer Commission, During the 
brief meeting, it was brought out 
that should the proponents of the 
204-unit condominium complex off 
Arlene Avenue mect all the 
conditions, the board would have to 
reconsider its decision. 

Chairman Bruce MacDonald 
admitted the unanimous decision 
was a difficult one but one that was

is up to IMG. The project's 


proponents are now expected to go 
before the Wilmington Conser 
vation Commission for a separate 
decision, to file an Environmental

Chapter 774 fight 
goes out of state

The controversy over Chapter 
774 is spreading beyond the 
borders of Massachusetts. Dennis 
and Sandra Volpe of Reed Street 
have been trying, in recent weeks,

Wilmington lost one of its most professional 
administrators last week when Lillian Buckley submitted 
her resignation as Executive Director of the Housing 
Authority. ‘Buckley, who has overseen some major 
accomplishments at the Authority during her term, has 
become one of many public housing administrators who 
could not be retained under the present low pay schedule 
which is offered by the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Communities and Development (E.O.C.D.). 

The problem for Buckley, and others in similar 
positions, was that the executive director job was officially 
considered to be only part-time. However, as Buckley has 
stated publicly, the job required more than a part-time 
commitment. 

Authority members Dan Gillis, Bill Strob, and State 
Rep. Jim Miceli met with E.0.C.D. officials on August 17 
seeking better pay for the executive director's position 
Accordingly, E.O.C.D. will be preparing a paper which 
may allow the authority to offer a more realistic contract 
to someone down the road. Meanwhile, the housing 
authority has retained Ella Belmore as its interim 
executive director, Belmore has thirteen years experience 
in local government, having served on the staff of the 
conservation commission 

Ella Belmore represents a qualified choice for the 
interim position, as she is well suited for the hands on 
management required at this point in time at the housing 
authority. However, it will be most interesting to observe 
the relations between town hall and the housing authority 
Belmore had been fired by Town Manager Reginald 
Stapezynski in a controversial move last June. But as Dan

HAMMER TOES 
WHAT CAN BE DON 


Hammer toes are small-toe deformities that occur 
in the little joints of the toe. Their cause can be 
attributed to inherited bone and joint structures and 
are aggrivated by shoe gear. 

Ahammertoe is usally a "claw-like” deformity of 
the first joint of the smaller toes. The joint "buckles" 
upwards and rubs in the shoes. The rubbing 
irritates the skin and the joint and causes a painful 
swollen joint along with a corn over the joint. 

Correction of this deformity can be simple 
releasing of the tendons, to releasing of the tendons

Arthur E. Aligrove 


Arthur E. Allgrove, a native of 
Wilmington, died suddenly August 
15, 1987 at his residence, 281 
Woburn Street, Wilmington. He 
was 60 years old. 

Mr. Allgrove was the owner of 
Allgrove Nurseries for many years 
and was a widely recognized 
horticulturist and-an authority on 
wildflowers and terrarium planting 
in the nursery business. He had 
exhibited at many country fairs and 
the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society spring flower shows over 
the years. 

The berry bowl business of the 
Allgrove Nurseries was out- 
standing. It was a one man business

Arthur Allgrove did not try to 
sell in Wilmington. During the 
months of October and November 
each year, he was so busy he had no 
time to engage in friendly conver- 
sations with fellow townspeople. 

He advertised in horticultural and 
other magazines with a national 
circulation, and daily he would be 
shipping large numbers of berry 
bowls to many states, The adver- 
tisements spoke knowingly of the 
plants and herbs that would be 
found in the berry bowls, and 
imparted a definite New England 
touch thereby. 


‘here was a certain herb, not 
plentiful, and each bow! contained 
one speciman. Mr. Allgrove knew 
where that herb was growing, on 
the hills of New England, and 
nearly every day he would leave his 
home to get more herbs. He was 
always very careful to leave a 
sufficient number so as to continue 
propagation. 

The glass bowls, too, were to be 
described as events in the life of 
Arthur Allgrove. He had them 
manufactured in a plant in West 
Virginia. About once a week 
Arthur Allgrove would drive down 
there, and come back as soon as 
possible with another supply of 
bowls. 

Very few persons in Wilmington 
knew of the business. 

A veteran of World War II, he 
served in the U.S. Army. ; 

Mr. Allgrove was the husband of 
Evelyn F. (Smalley), and the father 
of Bruce Allgrove. He is also 
survived by his mother, Mrs 
Gertrude (Eames) Allgrove.

PART TWO 
4 p.m. We sail past the long 
strip of coastline from Black 
Point to Sachuest Bay, which 
features such familiar land 
marks as Woods Castle, the

Ray is telling 
us it is time to head back to the 
marina. Total darkness is about 
to blanket the bay. There is no 
more time to lollygag about 
Since Ray has never navigated 
his boat into Lighthouse Marina 
after dark, it is crucial to tack 
and head back. 

‘There is still very little wind, 
so we opt to motor back to the 
marina. Ray swithes on the 
engine, while Tony and I furl the 
genny and pull down the 
mainsail. It takes us thirty 
minutes just to re-attach the 
mainsail cover, which has to be 
fitted tightly over the dropped 
mainsail in order to be sealed 
sufficiently enough to protect it 
from the elements. The task 
isn't as simple as you might 
think: we have an arduous time 
fastening the last several 
clamps. By the time we finish 
we realize we are sailing along 
in total darkness. Tony and I 
return to the cockpit. Ray and 
Dorothy are behind the wheel, 
cautiously guiding the boat in 
the direction of the Lighthouse 
Marina. Each of us scours the 
coastline in search of familiar 
markings. There are thousands 
of tiny, sparkling lights dotting 
the entire length of the shore: 
illuminated cottage windows, 
headlights moving along quiet 
seaside drives, warning lights 
for boatsmen, boatsights on 
crafts already moored or 
secured in slips for the night, 
and numerous building lights 
Ray senses our concern about 
pulling into the marina in the 
dark, and assures us we will be 
all right 

Finally we see what we 
believe is our marina. There are 
clusters of boats with their giant 
masts bobbing about like 
hundreds of animated stick 
figures performing impromptu 
choreography, With their lights 
gleaming and with huge 
spotlights shining down upon 
them, they appear to be on a 
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Survey on home equity lines 
of credit in Massachusetts 


On June 6, 1987, the Executive 
Office of Consumer Affairs and 
Business Regulation and the 
Division of Banks mailed a 
survey of open-ended home 
equity lines of credit (HELs) to 
57 state- and federally- 
chartered institutions, or loan 
centers, selected on the basis of 
media advertising and at 
random. Forty- six usable 
responses (an 81 percent 
response rate) were returned. 

The HELs surveyed are lines 
of credit from which 
homeowners may draw funds 
from time to time. These funds 
are loaned against the “equity” 
in the borrower's house, which 
is basically the difference 
between the market value of the 
house and what is still owed on 
all prior loans that use the 
property as collateral (i.e. the 
existing first mortgage and a 
home improvement loan) 
HELs, like first mortgages, are 
secured by the borrowerer’s 
home. 

The Executive Office has a 
continuing interest in HELs 
arising from seyeral areas of 
concern about their potential 
long-term impact on con. 
sumers. For example, most 
HELs are variable rate in 
struments that entail a 
significant degree of risk for 
consumers due to the possibility 
of increases in loan rates, and 
cost 

The survey was designed to 
give a snapshot of the HELs 
available in the Com 
monwealth. It strongly suggests 
that the market in this state is 
lucrative, with nearly $2 billion 
in credit line authorizations (the 
total lines approved not the c 
actually drawn) reported by the 
sample contacted, 23 percent of 
which ($439 million) were ap 
proved between January 1-May 
1, 1987 alone. 

The results of the survey are 
being evaluated by the 
Executive Office and the 
Division of Banks as a part of 
their on-going consideration of 
the regulatory and public policy 
issues raised by HELs and their 
effort to educate the public 
about them. The survey also 
adds some important 
Massachusetts- specific in 
formation to a growing body of 
national data 

The survey focused on four 


informational categories 
availability; cost -related 
factors; major repayment 


terms; and lending activity 
MAJOR FINDINGS 


AVAILABILITY 

All 46 lenders offered variable 
rate HELs. Only two reported 
that fixed rate loans were also 
available 

Ninety-one percent set a 
minimum amount for 
establishing a credit line, with 
85 percent in the $5,000-$10,000 
range. Credit line maximums 
were set by seventy-four per. 
cent, with nearly one-half 
reporting that they would loan 
up to $100,000. Twenty-six 
percent said there was no pre. 
set maximum 

Eighty-five percent said they 
would loan between 75-80 per 
cent of a home's available 
equity. Eighty-five percent also 
reported that access to their 
HELs was through check 
writing. None offered access 
solely through the use of a 
credit card, but two did provide 
access by credit card in con 
junction with some other 
device 

COST-RELATED FACTORS 
No surveyed lender reported a 
Specific rate cap (the maximum 
above which the loan rate could 
not rise, regardless of the 
movement of their index) 
Eighty percent set no rate 
floor (the minimum below 
which the loan rate could not 
fall, regardless of the 
movement of the index) 
Twenty percent reported floors 
ranging from 6-10 percent. 
Seventy-four percent used the 
same index to determine rate 
changes: The Wall Street 


Journal Prime Rate. Twenty

percent used their own internal 
rate. All but one lender used a 
margin (a predetermined 
number of percentage points 
added to their index) and sixty- 
one percent added a margin of 
1.5 percent. 

Fees and charges to acquire 
HELs were not widely required. 
Eighty-nine percent of the 
lenders did not charge an ap- 
plication fee. Ninety-six percent 
charged no “points” (a point is 
one percentage point of the 
amount of the credit line ap- 
proved). Fifty percent charged 
no closing costs at the time of 
the survey. Of those who did, 
most charged from $75-$100. 
Fifty percent assessed an ap- 
praisal fee, although several 
Teported circumstances waen 
that fee would be waived. The 
fees ranged from $50-$200. 

A prepayment penalty was 
charged by only one lender 
($250), and ninety- three per- 
cent reported no annual fee 

MAJOR REPAYMENT 
TERMS 

Thirty percent of the respon 
dents provided for some form of 
interest- only payments (five 
were completely interest-only 
and nine offered the option) 
Seventy percent provided some 
form of monthly reduction of 
principal. One ‘half reported 
principal reductions in the .5-1.5 
percent range. Over two dozen 
different methods of applying 
monthly HEL payments were 
reported, and some methods 
were more advantageous to the 
borrower than others. 

Sixty-seven percent of the 
lenders said no loan terms could 
be unilaterally changed. Eleven 
percent said they could change 
any of the terms of their HELs 
at any time. Twenty-two per. 
cent reported a variety of 
combinations of terms tht oculd 
be revised. 

A third of the lenders said 
their HELs could be repaid over 
15 years. Seventeen percent set 
Joan maturity at 20 years, while 
15 percent had no specific 
repayment period. Three len:

LENDING ACTIVITY 

Ninety-three percent reported 
on their dollar volume of HEL 
authorizations. Three 
did got report 
orization data. As of May 1, 
1987, a total $1.9 billion had been 
authorized. Twenty-three 
percent of that sum ($439 
million) was authorized bet. 
ween January 1 and May 1, 1987 
Nineteen lenders entered the 
HEL market on or after 
anuary 1, 1987 
Of the 17 lenders with at least 
$5 million in authorizations 
during the January-May period, 
authorization growth rates 
ranged from 4  percent-100 
percent 


CONCLUSIONS 
Across the nation, consumer 
ctivists, regulators and certain 
segments of the lending in 
dustry have recently been 
paying closer, and more 
critical, attention to HELs. 
Their growing popularity and 
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extreme sensitivity to regional 
and national economic shifts 
have caused unease in many 
quarters. 

There are good reasons for 
this unease, according to the 
results of the HEL survey. 
Massachusetts consumers have 
demonstrated strong ac- 
ceptance of the HELs offered by 
the surveyed lenders. This form 
of second mortgage is made 
particularly risky by (1) the 
absence of rate caps, (2) the 
availability of interest-only 
repayment, (3) the potential for 
balloon payments and (4) the 
emphasis on easy and inex- 
pensive acquisition. 

RATE CAPS 

Perhaps the single area of 
greatest concern is the absence 
of a firm and effective cap. In 
the summer of 1987, rates are 
low, the economy is strong and 
home values are high. HELs are 
being aggressively marketed to 
an eager clientele. Among the 
46 lenders surveyed, not one 
provided borrowers with a 
definitive upper limit on how 
high rates could climb. 

Most said there was no cap at 
all, while. nearly one-third 
reported a cap at 18 percent. In 
fact, while state law (G.L, ¢ 
140, S114B) sets a legal rate 
ceiling of 18 percent, it also 
permits the complete removal 
of that ceiling if economic in- 
dicators move strongly upward 
The economic influences that 
would force the removal of the 
18 percent ceiling would be 
likely to drive up many, if not 
all, of the HEL indices in use. 

Consumers without protection 
from the “rate shock" that 
higher rates would generate 
could find themselves facing 
much higher monthly 
payments. Uncapped HELs that 
are affordable at today's rates 
could become unaffordable 
tomorrow if rates increase 
and/or borrower's earnings fail 
to keep pace. There is also the 
potential of “double rate shock" 
for those consumers who have 
variable rate first mortgages, 
too. 


SHORT-TERM BORROWING 
INCENTIVES 
The respondents described a 
number of short-term in 
centives that encourage con 
sumers to take out HELs. The 
vast majority of lenders 
charged no application fees. 
closing costs, points, annual 
fees or prepayment penalties. 


Good news for consumers was 
the 67 percent of the lenders not 
claiming the right to change the 
terms of their HELs. However, 
the 15 other respondents did 
claim that right to varying 
degrees, including five that 
reported all terms subject to 
change at their discretion 

The results of the HEL survey 
are being reviewed by the 
commissioner of banks to 
determine whether regulatory 
or legislative action is needed 
At the present time, the 
Executive Office will continue 
its efforts to increase public 
understanding of HELs.

For the past five years, the 
Understanding Handicaps 
program has provided Lynn 
field fourth graders with op 
portunities to learn first-hand 
how handicapped people func 
tion in society, Developed by a 
group of concerned parents in 
Newton, the program teaches 
students through a “hands-on 
experience "’ approach 

‘The Newton group researched 
an existing program at the 
Meeting Street School in 
Providence, Rhode Island and 
refined it to meet the needs’ of 
the Newton school population 
Their aim was to help students 
develop a more sensitive and 
caring attitude toward the 
handicapped population 

The program as it is currently 
presented at the Huckleberry 
Hill School and the Summer 

Street School in Lynnfield 
highlights five different han 
dicaps: blindness, deafness, 
physical limitations, invisible 
handicaps (e.g diabetes, asth 
+ ma and epilepsy) and mental 
retardation. Each area is 
presented separately over the 
course of the school year, and

a journalist or author. Perusing 
the college catalog, she found 
the Judaica and American 
Studies courses much more to 
her liking. “Being a rabbi is not 
so different from what I ex- 
pected,” she says. “I had a 
general sense of what it would 
be like. Burlington is just the 
kind of community I wanted to 
serve. I'd always hoped to 
perform a wide range of fu 
netions as a rabbi in my own 
congregation — such as con- 
ducting services, preaching, 
developing groups and building 
a rapport with the adults and 
children.”” 

When she arrived as Shalom 
Emeth’s first full-time rabbi 


(and incidently the second 
female rabbi in Eastern 
Massachusetts), congregants 


wondered what in the world she 
could find to do, going to her 
office every day as she did. Now 
they know. In her first three 
years, she has increased temple 
membership by more than half 
and started three major 
programs. 

The idea for “Temple Tots,” 
the first such group, came in the 
form of an article about Jewish 
Parenting Centers. After 
Abramson counted the number 
of children under the age of 
three on the general temple 
mailing list, she decided that a 
support group for those children 
and their parents was definitely 
in order. “I realized that 1 was 
in a very young community and 
that the way to get young 
couples into the synagogue 
years before they would think of 


joining would be to create a 
program specifically for them," 
she says. 

Temple Tots has been so 
successful that the Comined 
Jewish Philanthropies awarded 
it a start-up grant of $2500. This 
year it will include an activity 
group for three-year-olds, two 
toddler groups and a 
“playgroup” for parents and 
their babies under the age of 
nine months. 

When one congregant ap- 
proached Abramson about he 
temple’s holding a potluck 
supper for adoptive familes, she 
jumped at the idea; and so the 
“Stars of David,” the first and 
only support group in the 


country for Jewish and partly- @ 


Jewish adoptive families was 
born. "Since this is a small 
congregation which is otherwise 
insignificant as far as the 
Reform Movement is con- 
cerned, the Stars of David puts 
us on the map," she says. “It's 
something unique I can con- 
tribute to the Movement as well 
as to the larger Jew 
munity."" Today the 
David is a growing national 
group with more than 500 
member families. It is co- 
sponsored by the Northeast 
Council of the Union of 
American Hebrew 
Congregations, and “'Starbase’ 
Shalom Emeth is its 
headquarters 

“We're starting another new 
group — and this one is just for 
me,'’ Abramson announced 
jubilantly to an exhausted 
temple board one evening. And 
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with that “The Temple Con- 
nection,” a support group for 
Greater Boston area singles 
came into being. “The Temple 
Connection plays an in- 
creasingly important role in 
bringing single Jews into the 
Synagogue environment, 
helping them find each other, 
develop friendships and con- 
nections so they'll feel a little 
less lonely,” says Abramson. “I 
am becoming more and more 
aware of how many lonely, 
isolated people there are, 
particularly among singles. 
This connection is invaluable to 
them." When asked why the age 
limit of 22 to 40 has risen in the 
past few years from 22 to 45, 
Abramson just laughs. ‘‘I'd like 
to make it 25 to 45,"’ she says. 

Local activities permeate 
Abramson’s days and evenings. 
The temple participates in a 
communal Thanksgiving 
Service through the Burlington 
Clergy Association; the 
Burlington Community Pan 
try's meals-on-wheels program, 
outreach to Lahey Clinic; and 
the Burlington Santa Fund. At 
Christmas, members volunteer 
their time at the New England 
Rehab where Abramson has 
been known to appear as Santa 
Clause “something I never 
thought I'd do as long as I 
lived.” She says, “It was an 
interesting experience to see 
how people reacted to someone 
dressed as Santa. It gave me a 
little more insight into that 
Christian symbol.” 

Her days are filled also with 
Bar and Bat Mitvah students, 
each of whom she personally 
tutors at least once a week for 
six months. Although she is not 
a parent, the fact that she has to 
deal with 12 and 13-year-olds 
every day — usually after they 
have spent a whole day at 
school and almost always when 
they would rather be elsewhere 
— has certainly added to her 
growing wisdom, if not actually 
aged her. 

“Listening to them struggle 
with the same Hebrew prayers 
and make the same mistakes 
day after day could be ex- 
tremely boring and tedious," 
she says. “But I enjoy working 
with adolescents because they 
have such malleable per- 
sonalities. You never know 
what their moods will be like 
when they walk in the door. It's 
achallenge. 

“So many adults have told me 
that they swore they'd never 
walk into a synagogue again 
because they couldn't stand the 
rabbi they had when they were 
growing up,’ she continues. 
“One of my prime goals is to 
make sure that this generation 
will never feel that way, that 
these children will always view 
the synagogue as a warm 
friendly place where people 
care about them and they can 
find fulfillment in their lives."" 

You might think that a large 
portion of Abramson’s time 
would be devoted to writing the 
sermons for weekly Friday 
evening services. And in a way 
it is — and it isn't. Every so 
often, there's a guest speaker 
such as a refugee from El 
Salvador or a local psychiatrist. 
Congregants just never know 
when they're in for a sermon 
often based on that evening's 
late-breaking news or on how 
the Celtics or Red Sox are doing 
— or when they're going to take

If there’s no such thing as a 
typical service, there is cer- 
tainly no such thing as a typical 
day. “That's one thing I like 
about this job,” says Abramson. 
“You never know who's going to 
walk in the door or call with 
something urgent to discuss or 
which problems will come up 
with which committee of 
program. There's always an 
article to be written or a 
program to be developed.” She 
also sends birthday and an- 
niversary cards to every single 
member of her extended temple 
family 

Although there may be no 
typical day, a typical week 
“even during the summer when 
it's supposed to be quiet” 
contains meetings almost every 
evening, pre-marital counseling 
sessions, decisions about baby- 
namings and Bar/Bat Mitz- 
vahs. “In order to stay sane, I 
bicycle, jog, take long walks 
and work out at Nautilus three 


times a week," says Abramson. 
She also enjoys reading 
autobiographies, listening to 
classical music, eating out and 
exploring New England. 

Of her relatively short enure 
in Burlington and her 
amazingly long list of ac- 
complishments there, she is 
most satisfied not by one 
specific highlight but by a 
medley of little ones: the con- 
tinuing support and enthusiasm 
of the entire community; the 
stream of Bar/Bat Mitzvah 
students; the graduation of the 
first high school confirmation 
class and several adult 
education classes; the 
chocolate desserts now served 
at almost every temple func- 
tion; the growth of each temple 
program; the establishment of 
a youth group. She remembers 
fondly one lifelong Woburn 
resident, the late octogenarian 
“Uncle” Billy Brown, who in- 
stalled a gigantic rear-view 
mirror in the corner of her of. 
fice as a surprise so she could 
see everyone entering the 
building and who used to brush 
the snow of her car after Friday 
night services. 

She was particularly flattered 
when the community named her 
the “roastee” at its annual 
anniversary dance. The fact she 
was in rare form at her roast 


came as no surprise to previous 
witnesses of her ability to ad-lib 
when least expected. In addition 
to the evening's speeches, a quiz 
in her honor tried to capture the 
essence of Abramson through 
questions like “If all the 
following were available which 
would the rabbi c hoose first: a) 
Celtics’ tickets; b) chocolate 
anything; c) a potential date; 
d) a new member; e) a good 
speaker; f) a combination of 
c,d, and e.” Taking notes 
throughout, she proceeded at 
the end of the eveing to roast all 
the “roasters”’ one-be-one. 
After only three years, 
everyone who knows her en- 
thusiastically agrees: 
Abramson is an original. Area 
residents and Shalom Emeth 
members, especially the 
children, are eagerly an- 
ticipating her presence in 
Burlington for many years to 
come — because no one can be 
sure just what she'll try next. In

send somebody out to help us. 

Ray continues to rev the 
engine high. Billows of gray 
smoke begin to float aimlessly 
from beneath the boat, filling 
the cockpit with the acrid odor 
of diesel fuel. | ask Ray if the 
engine could blow up. 

He nods no, grinding his teeth 
together and gripping the wheel 
so tightly his knuckles are 
turning white against his 
suntanned hands.

This news discourages us.

I notice a small cluster of 
lights — flashlights, they ap 
pear to be — gathering along 
the shore, about fifty yards 
from us. There are four, then 
five, then six of them. They 
begin to wave back and forth, 
then up and down. We hear 
voices. “Someone is trying to 
communicate with us,"’ I tell 
Ray, who is still working the 
lever. I yell to Ray to kill the 
engine. First he doesn't hear 
me, then upon glancing in my 
direction, he realizes 1 am 
trying to listen to calls from the 
shoreline and he lets up on the 
revving, shifting the lever back 
into neutral 

“What is it?” he queried 

1 cock an ear, attempting to 
pick up every word the husky 
male voice is saying. I turn to 
Ray and say, “He's telling us 
the tide is going out, that we're 
going to be stranded here for 
hours, if we don’t get free soon. 
I think he's tellirfg us that we're 
not in the entrance to the 
marina, and that this is pretty 
treacherous water here."’ 

The lights along the shore 
suddenly go out. “I think they 
are going for help,” | add 

Shortly afterwards, we ob- 
serve two men in a tiny orange 
dinghy rowing slowly towards 
us. Within a few minutes (they 
are next to the boat. One of 
them says, “If you give us your 
anchor, we'll row it out about 
fifty feet, drop it, then you can 
winch your way off the sand- 
bar. 

‘We might be stuck in a 
lobster trap," Ray tells them. 

“Impossible,” the guy yells 
back. “There are no lobster 
traps in this part of the bay. 
You're stuck on a sandbar. 
They're all along this part of the 
bay.”” 

He reminds us that the tide is 
moving out quickly, and that in 
thirty minutes we will be sitting 
in two feet of water, with the 
boat leaning over on its side 
until the tide returns. Tony and 
1 go to the bow to release the 
anchor and hand it to the two 
men in the dinghy. We are 
greeted with another shock: the 
anchor is missing!

today," I say “It was here 
when we were taking pictures 
this afternoon. Remember” We 
were standing on the bow, and 
Ray and Dorothy were snapping 
the camera away.

We suddenly realize Ray has 
revved the engine again, and we 
are heading quickly away from 
the fellow in the orange dinghy 
I squint out at the dark water to 
see where he is. We barely see 
him rowing furiously to catch 
up with the boat 

“Hey! " his friend on board 
yells. “Slow down! Charlie is 
breathing too heavy! He'll have 
aheart attack! ' 

By the tone of his voice we 
gather he is half-joking, half. 
serious. Ray slows the boat to a 
crawl, then slips the lever into 
neutral.

College costs soar in 80’s 


America’s middle class is 
getting a painful lesson in the 
economics of paying for college 

Through the 1980s, the cost of 
college has risen more than 
twice the rate of inflation 
Schools have been trying to 
make up for the 1970s when 
tuition increases fell behind 
inflation 

And more 
coming 

“In the next few years, 
college costs will continue to 
rise faster than inflation,” says 
Kaye Ferriter, a tax partner in 
the higher eduction group of 
Coopers & Lybrand, the ac 
counting firm. “There's a lot of 
catching up to do."” 

Even though college costs 
stay fairly close to inflation 
over a span of 15 to 20 years, this 
pattern of falling behind and 
catching up “makes it very 
difficult to plan,” she says. 

Meanwhile, the 
demographics of fewer students 
mean higher tuitions for those 
who are left. “Between new and 
the mid-90s, the number of kids 
available to go to college will 
decrease by 20 percent,” says 
Wade Webster, a financial 
planner in Cockeysville, Md. 

As a result of all these 
changes, by the time today’s 
four-year-olds finish high 
school, the bill for four years of 
college will top $90,000 
assuming the college inflation 
rate doesn’t go over five percent 
a year. 

While costs are climbing, 
other factors have made it even 
harder for parents to pay for 
future — or past — college bills 
Families whose lower incomes 
make them ‘fortunate’ enough 
to qualify for financial aid, for 
example, are finding colleges 
don't have as much aid to offer: 

For parents who do have 
assets to shift to their children, 
tax reform has made it harder 
to get the lower tax rates this 
tactic used to provide 

‘And by ending most deduc- 
tions for interest on loans, tax 
reform also made it more ex- 
pensive for students, or their 
parents, to pay off college loans. 
Some parents may even find 
themselves saving less than 
they should for retirement 
because they borrowed so much 
to pay their youngsters’ college 
bills. 

“We're very much in danger 
than the combination of college 
costs rising and government 
funding drying up will make 
college unaffordable,’ Ms. 
Ferriter says. “Families are 
already being stretched.” 

Some professionals are 
worries that the US will soon be 
faced with a new class division: 
those who can afford to pay for 
college and those who can’t. 
This latter group could be 
frozen out of the best jobs and 
relegated to the declining 
manufacturing sector.

The way people are going to 
advance in this country is 
through education,"’ says 
William Freud, a financial 
planner with Prescott Ball & 
Turben, a Cleveland brokerage 
“But if you don't have an 
education becasue you couldn't 
afford it, it will make for a have 
and have-not situation."" 

Right now, however, many 
parents just aren't saving 
enough for college. A recent 
Roper survey found that the 
median amount of money 
families were saving for college 
was $904 a year, or $75.33 a 
month, But to have $90,000 for 
four years of college will 
require setting aside ap- 
proximately $2,700 a year, or 
$225 a month, if savings earn six 
percent interest. A higher in 
terest rate, of course, will mean 


less has to be saved: $125 a 
month at 12 percent interest will 
reach $94,000 in 18 years, but 
clearly $75 a month just isn't 
going to make it 

‘What's the best way to plan 
for college costs?" Mr. Webster 
asks. "'Start early. On the way 
home from the hospital, a 
family with a new baby should 
stop off and begin a savings 
plan.” 

For most people, Webster 
says, the new tax law won't 
make much difference in their 
ability to save. Under that law, 
the first $500 of interest or 
dividend income earned by a 
child under age 14 is tax-free 
The next $500 is taxed at the 
child's rate. But any income 
over $1,000 is taxed at the

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Preschool education is still hotly debated 


There has been a call in 
recent years for universal 
preschool education, usually 
described is such attractive 
terms as “developmentally 
appropriate” and “optional,” 

At least five states have made 
kindergarten compulsory, and 
pressure is growing for other 
states to do the same, The 
Connecticut Commissioner of 
Education and the Mayor of 
New York City want to lower 
from six to four the age at which 
children are required to start 
school. A recent New York 
Times editorial hailed Mayor 
Koch’s initiative as the only 
way to ‘‘save the next 
generation.” 

So many voices have risen in 
support of early schooling that

standard school curriculum 

To conclude from these few 
programs that preschool is 
appropriate for all four-year- 
olds would be a serious mistake 
It is highly unlikely that the 
public schools would be able to 
duplicate these conditons on a 
large scale, nor would most 
children benefit from them. 
Given the pressures today to 
push children ahead, schools 
are more likely to move in the 
opposite direction, extending a 
first grade curriculum into the 
nursery, where few children are 
ready for it 

Moreover, years of research 
have demonstrated that middle- 
class children, the bulk of the 
school population, derive little 
educational benefit from 
preschool, even on a purely 
voluntary basis, this will imply 
the sanction of government and 
child development specialists 
Many conscientious parents, 
uncertain how best to raise their 
children in our rapidly changing 
society, will feel obligated to 
place their youngsters under 
the care of “experts.” The 
result would be to hamper 
rather than to enhance learning 
in the long run. 

Parents may ask, “But isn’t 
any kind of preschool better 
than staying home?” 

A number of studies indicate 
that it is not. The most recent, 
by British researchers Barbara 
Tizard and Martin Hughes, 
suggests that the home can be 
the richest, most powerful 
source of development for 
children of all but the most 
deprived backgrounds. 

‘The authors demonstrate that 
preschools tend to be tame, 


one might well assume that 
child development  specialsts 
are unanimous in their ap- 
proval. This is far from the 
case. Public schooling for four. 
year-olds may fulfill many 
needs for the politicians and 
eduators who are proposing it, 
but it is not in the best interest 
of children. With both parents at 
work in four out of five families, 
what children need is high 
quality child care, not school 
For one thing, the few 
programs on which the enor. 
mous claims for early schooling 
are based involved only 
economically disadvantaged 
children. They included health 
care, social servies, significant 
parent participation, and small 
(6 to 1) child/caregiver ratios, 
— features not found in the

inert settings that keep children 
quiet and orderly, and where 
adults are too busy and to 
emotionally distant from the 
children to engage them in the 
kind of intimate and in- 
formative conversations that 
are common between parents 
and young children in the home 

Why, then, the current im 
petus for earlier schooling? 

The most pressing source of 
the present controversy is the 
urgent need of working parents 
for someone to take care of their 
children. But day care is one 
thing; schooling is another 
Given the overemphasis on 
cognitive learing in the schools 
today, there is danger thant 
first grade curricula will be 
imposed on children in kin- 
dergartens and preschool 

Even those who look to the 
school room for child care while 
they work are likely to be 
disappointed. The extended 
hours of F 
dergartens — which go from 9 
a.m, to 3 p.m. — fail to meet the 
8-to-6 needs of working families. 

Good child care is a necessity, 
and that's the issue we must 
address 

The recent move of the New 
York City public schools’ to 
provide care to “latchkey” 
children is a step in the right 
direction. A more complete 
solution would be a return to the 


concept of the community 
school, common in this country 
in the 1930s, Such schools served 
as social service centers for the 
entire community. Today those 
schools could provide optional 
full-day child care for four-and 
even three-year-old children 
under personnel specifically 
trained to work with children of 
this age, such as child 
development associates. The 
programs would provide self 
directed play and socialization 


the real business of 
preschoolers. They would not 
subject small children to 
pressures they aren't ready for 
Finally, let us not overlook 
the five-year-olds. I believe a 
full day of kindergarten 
which many educators ad 
vocate is too demanding for 
these children. Instead, | 
propose a half day of kin 
dergarten, staffed by teachers. 
followed by a half day of in 
school day-care, staffed by 
Child Development Associates 
Such child care would t% 
strictly voluntary; no parents 
or guardians who wanted their 
children at home and could 
meet their needs would be 


denied the opportunity to do so

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Why do teachers teach the way they do? 


Here is English teacher 
Charles Loos at Steele High 
School in Dayton, Ohio, 
describing how to teach the 
novel 

In recitation, the class must 
be prepared to give an outline of 
the part studied and show its 


connection with what has 
preceded; to discuss the 
characters as they appear, 


show how they affect other 
characters and the plot in 
general The recitation 
should cover oral and written 


reports, rapid questioning, 
informal discussion, and the 
reading aloud of certain 


illustrative passages 

Mr. Loos’s colleague August 
Foerste describes how to 
conduct a science class with 
newly arrived equipment 

With this apparatus it was 
ible for the teacher to 
perform, in the presence of the 
class, most of the experiments 
mentioned in the book. The 
pupils were required to make 
notes during the experiment, 
and then to describe it at length 
in their nétebook 

‘The year was 1896. 

Almost a century later, little 
has changed. After observing 
more than 1,000 elementary and 


secondary classrooms, one 
researcher reports the 
following 


Instruction went as follows: 
The teacher lectures to the 
class, asking factual questions; 
the ‘students listen to the 
teacher or respond to the 
teacher's questions. 

Nearly two-thirds of 
elementary students and three 
fourths of secondary students 
work together as a total class. 
Less than 10 percent work in 
small groups 

This persistent pattern is 
called teacher-centered in 
struction. It includes lecturing 
reliance on a textbook and 
chalkboard, whole-group _ in 
struction, seat work, recitation 
and discussion, teacher-made 
quizzes, and homework. Why 
have teachers taught in this 
manner for decades? 

These techniques are 
solutions that generations of 
teachers have invented to cope 
with the tough conditions they 
face daily 

Consider how teachers must 
work. Students. must be in 
school {rom around the age of 
five until they are around six 
teen. In elementary schools, 30 
or so students and one teacher 
are together for at least five 
hours a day in one room; in 
secondary schools, teachers see 
anywhere from 120 to 150 
students daily pass through 
their classroom. Teachers are 


expected to have these pupils 
learn while teachers 
simultaneously maintain order. 
Moreover, they are expected to 
treat each one of them in an 
individual manner. Finally, the 
teacher is expected to have 
taught well enough so that 
students perform satisfactorily 
on standardized tests. 

Classrooms, then, ‘are 
crowded, busy’ places ‘where 
teachers are obligated to play 
many roles. The teacher, for 
example, manages traffic 
during discussions, deciding 
who will speak and when. The 
teacher is supply sergeant, 
determining who will use 
colored paper, paste, and pencil 
sharpener, and when. The 
teacher is gatekeeper of 
privileges, allocating special 
jobs such as taking attendance. 
handing out supplies, and 
running the film projector. The 
teacher is official timekeeper, 
deciding when to move from 
reading to math, when to switch 
from workbooks to discussion. 
when to go from homework to 
quiz. Teachers stand, walk, run, 
sit, talk, and listen’ until they 
sign out of school at the end of 
the day

When the child 
reaches 14, however, all this 
income is taxed at his or her 
rate. Before, all income earned 
by a child was taxed at the 
child’s rate. 

Even the $1,000 limit is not a 
bad start, however. If the ac- 
count earns eight percent in- 


terest, you can have 
$12,000 in it without a tax bit. 
These tax changes should not 
affect most middle-income 
families, Webster believes. For 
them, the main goal in saving 
for college is not saving on 
taxes; it’s paying college bills. 
And while the old tax break did 
help, it was useful to upper- 
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income people who could afford 
to pay college bills with or 
without help from Uncle Sam. 

Still, if saving taxes is im- 
portant, there are ways to ac- 
complish this and build a nest 
egg for college, too. 

Savings Bonds. Taxes on the 
interest on Series EE bonds can 
be deferred until the bonds 
mature or they are cashed in 


The United States Treasurey 
now pays a floating rate on the 
bonds, so if interest rates head 
up, your bonds won't be left 
behind 


Municipal bonds. Parents can 
already get tax-free income 
from municipal bonds, but they 
might consider buying discount 
or zero-coupon bonds in their 
children's name, You can also 
invest in municipal bond mutual 
funds, but watch the fund’s net 
asset value (NAV), or share 
price, carefully. While the 
yields may be attractive, the 
NAV can fluctuate widely, 
perhaps eating into your 
prinicipal if bond prices fall 

Life insurance. You can use 
single-premium annuities, 
where a lump of money is 
deposited and the policy earns 
interest until it's time for 
college, or flexible-premium 
annuities which are paid for 
with yearly contributions. when 
the ‘child goes to college, 
payments can be annuitized, or 
spread out, over a five-year 
period 

Beyond these tax-advantaged 
savings methods, many parents 
are seizing upon a product that 
got a major boost from tax 
reform: the home equity loan 
The tax law allows a full 
deduction of a loan against the 
appraised value of a home for 
medical bills, college, or home 
improvements. So some 
families are using the value of 
their homes (minus any first 
mortgage) to pay college bills. 

A risk here is that interest 
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rates, and thus monthly loan 
payments, will rise. The in- 
terest rate on most home equity 
loans is pegged to the prime 
rate and as it changes, so do the 
payments. 

Another risk is that parents 
might be mortgaging their own 
futures as well as their homes. 

Prescott’s Mr. Freund tells of 
a couple he knows who are in 
their 60s. “They have mor- 
tgaged themselves to provide 
an education for their three 
children,” he says.

From SS-9 
instruction. Chairs in rows,

Take the common practice of 
teaching the whole class at one 
time.

Because teacher 
time and attention are scarce 
resources in a classroom, im- 
possible to allocate equitably, 
most elementary teachers use 
smaller groups in one or two of 
the half-dozen subjects they 
teach.

Most teachers aim at a target 
group within the class that, in 
the teacher's judgment, will 
benefit most from the teacher's 
knowledge and skills, while 
offering less attention to those 
who will benefit least.

year per child for special 
education. We feel we can 
largely prevent the need for this 
type of education down the road 
through our program which 
identifies and eliminates the 
problems early

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Today, perhaps more than at 
any other time, it is important 
to educate our children about 
the realities of crime and what 
they can do to help us protect 
them. This is a difficult topic for 
@ parent because violence, 
unnatural sex, exploitation, and 
the other aspects of crimes 
against children are not easy 
subjects to discuss. And many 
parents are afraid of un- 
necessarily frightening their 
children with these warnings. 
Yet, crimes against children 
continue to be a serious problem 
and your direct involvement in 
educating your child, or the 
children in your care, could 
make an important difference. 

The common, oft repeated 
rules of: (1) don't accept candy 
or gifts from strangers, (2) 
don't accept rides from 
strangers, and (3) avoid talking 
to strangers, are still relevant 
today. You could also consider: 

—Not putting your child’s 
name on a jersey, jacket, book- 


bag or backpack. Criminals can 
make note of the name and can 
pretend to know your child. 
Also, your child may be more 
likely to approach someone who 
seems to know him by name. 

—Keep your children well 
supervised while on outings and 
never leave your child unat- 
tended in a car, restaurant, 
store, public rest room, or other 
places, even for a little while. 

—Strangers to guard against 
are not always grownups. As 
horrible as it may sound, other 
children have been used to lure 
unsuspecting playmates into 
the hands of waiting criminals. 
Make sure your child un- 
derstands he must not go with 
anyone without getting your 
permission first. 

Sadly, strangers are not the 
only ones responsible for crimes 
against children. Family 
members, teachers, neighbors, 
almost anyone from any age, 
racial, ethnic, or social group 
could be a potential problem 
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The most bizarre aspect 


about a child exploitation case 
involving hundreds of children 
was that the children had been 
psychologically conditioned by 
the molesters not to tell anyone 
about their abuse. This con- 
ditioning was done by threats 
and it worked for many years. 
No matter what technique these 
twisted criminals use, secrecy 
is their most important ally. 
Tell your kids not to keep 
secrets about bad things, and 
encourage them to talk to you 
about whatever bothers them. It 
is also important to let your 
children know there are some 
things no grownup has a right to 
do, or ask the child to do. Teach 
your kids to say no to grownups 
who ask, or try to do these bad 
things and then tell you about it 
right away. Your child must 
understand he should never let 
the bad person know that you 
will be told about the incident 
This is done to protect the child 
from rash actions on the part of 
the criminal. 

Experts predict approx- 
imately a half a million children 
could become the victims of 
child abuse this year. This 
abuse can cause emotional 
harm as well as physical injury, 
and if your child is a victim, you 
“should consider professional 
counseling. The child may need 
this professional aid to help 
ease the trauma of the crime. 
You may also need this help 
because it is only natural for the 
parent to fee! responsible when 
something happens to the child. 
Counseling can help you deal 
with these feelings better, and 
make you better able to help 
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Educate children about safety 


your child through the difficult 
times ahead 


Regardless of the 
professional help you use, make 
‘sure your child knows you don't 
blame him for what happened, 
and that nothing he did or said 
made the attack his fault. By 
reassuring the child and talking 
about the incident, you let him 
know you care. This also lets the 
child know the crime is 
something you and he can 
overcome together. 

If you discover evidence of a 
crime against your child, or any 
child, contact the authorities at 
once. Never try to confront the 
suspected molester or interfere 
with the police investigation 
Your well intended actions 
could cause the case to be lost in 
court. 


You can also take special 
action now to help the 
authorities find your child if he 
becomes lost, or is taken. Make 
a personal file which includes: 
—Photographs, both close up 


facial shots and full length 
photos. 

—Make a record of your 
child's fingerprints. 

—Keep a record of your 
child's height, weight, “eye 


color, and distinguishing marks 
or scars. 


—Keep a list of friends, 
complete with addresses and 
telephone numbers. Also, get a 
list of teachers, coaches, and 
the telephone number of his 
School. The object of this list is 
to help you determine who 
might have seen your child jast, 
or might know where he is. 
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—Make 9% , our business to 
know your child's favorite away 
from home play areas and 
hiding places. Keep a current 
schedule of his planned ac- 
tivities, like piano lessons or 
class trips. If your child works 
at a part time job after school, 
know his work schedule and 


keep the work telephone 
number handy. 
This information is very 


important in an emergency and 
it is very easy to forget, or make 
@ mistake about a particular 
detail when under stress. By 
having the information on hand 
and being able to deliver it 
quickly, you give the authorities 
an edge. Update your list as 
often as necessary and ypdate 
the physical information and 
Photographs at least twice a 
year. 

As soon as your child is able, 
teach him 

—His full name. 

—His home address 
telephone number. 

—Your name and the name of 
your spouse. 

Tell your child that if he is 
ever taken from you or is lost, 
he should go to a safe place 
(such as an information booth in 
a mall, or a post office on a city 
street) and ask, an adult to call 
the operator and ask for help 
Also make sure your child 
understands he must not leave 
the place of safety with anyone 
except a police officer or you 

Take the time to make per- 
sonal safety information part of 
your child's education. After all 
he is your child, and he deserves 
the very best.
